England's Great Strike. 


LiverPooLt, Feb. 13.—Trade here 
is partially paralyzed on account of 
the strike. The strike among the 
sailors has become so general that itis 
difficult te obtain crews save at in- 
creased rates, It is stated that there 
are thirty-five grain-laden ships at 
Queenstewn, and that their owners do 
not know where to send them. Mean- 
while the grain may be heating in the 
vessel’s holds and rendered valueless. 
There are many reports of intimida- 
tien by dock laborers and others to 
prevent men from working until the 
dispute is settled. The steumship 
Lualaba, which was to have suiled for 
the west coast of Africa on Thursday 
last, has not yet left her dock. The 
agents promise men protection on the 
docks, but the men say they require 
protection outside also, There is to 
be anether interview to-day between 
the ship-owners’ committees and a 
deputation from the strikers. The 
strikers to-day refused the old wages 
and one hour lenger work daily. The 
preposition of the ship-owners for 
arbitration was also rejected.
